Tu E next Thing the Dr. and Others diſ- 
like in this Young Man is, That he ſtrips 
the Creature of every Thing done by it, either 
before or after Regeneration, as any Ingredient 
in its Juſtification; that Chriſt, by his Merits 
alone, may have all the Glory of the Sinner's 
Salvation; and when the Sinner is made alive 
by Grace, he ſhould then do good Works as 
the Effects of this Grace ; that it may appear 
to itſelf, and Others, that its Faith 1s of the 
right Kind. This is keeping Works in their 
right Place, and not jumbling them and Frec 
Grace together, as the Manner of ſome is; and
